Osborne, because we flatter carfelves that from what thefe 

two Gentlemen have wrote upon this Subject, dn intelligent 

and difcernine Reader will be able to form a right Notion, 

loth of our Antient and prefent Conftitution. 

D'Anvers begins his laf Craft{man with Complain- 

ne of the Abufe of Words, aad affirms that no Word has

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of late been more framejully abufed than the Werd Coy. 
STITUTION. | | 
We have often feen it (fays Mr. D’ Anvers) debafed to the 
Service of Courts, and pleaded in Defence of modern Laws. 
which the bett Judges of our antient Confiitution have always 
thought repugnant to it. Thus the modeft Mr. /Va/fngbam 
is pleafed to calla = of the Septennial Law, which 
was enacted but a few Years ago, as an Expedient in Time 
of Danger, an Argument againft the Alteration of cur Confiitu- 
tion ; and an Endeavour to reftore the antient Cuftom oi 
annual or triennial Parliaments, hath been reprefented, 
by the fame Author, asa Defign againft our Confitutien. 
At this Rate, Excifes, Riot-Adts, landing Armies and Votes 
of Credit may, in Time, be call’d the Fundamentals of cur 
Government, and whoever attempts to relieve the Nation 
from them, will be treated as an Enemy to our Conffituti- 
on. Nay, I will undertake to prove, by the fame Me- 
thod oi Reafoning, that the Star-Chamber, the High-Com- 
miffion Court, and the Court of Wards, or any other /egal 
Incroachments on the Liberties of the People, became. 
effential Perts of our Gourvernment, and that the Abolition 
of them wasa Breach of our Conffituticn, for, according 
to this Senfe of the Word, every Thing may be termd 
our Conffitution, which is once conffituted by Law, as eve- 
ry Thing isan Alteration of it, which repeals, explains, 
or amends any particular Law. | 
But [his is fuch an odd, wild Way of arguing, as no 
Nian of common Senfe, or Modefty, will pretend to vin- . 
dicate. By Confisution, in a political Senfe, We always 
mean fomething fixt and permament ; founded on Prin- 
ciples, immutable in themfelves ; and from which no 
laws, made to ferve any particular Occafions, ought to 
derogate. But according to the Reafoning of Mr, Hal- 
fingham, and fome of his Brother-Scribblers, our Confi- 
tution is nothing but a loofe, fluctuating Jumble of Atoms, 
which varies every Year, according to the Views of a Mi- 
mifeer, or the Humour of any Perty, that happens to be 
Lhe profound Mrs. Osborne feems to be aware of this 
Abfurdity, and therefore takes another Method of ferving 
the fame Caufe ; for inftead of endeavouring to prove any 
of our ate Mea/ures to be confiftent with our anrient Con- 
feitution, the makes no Scruple to affert that the modern 
Conititution is infinitely better than the antient Conftituti- 
On;

riod.———T hefe are her Ladyfhip’s own Words ; and after 
fome pompous Encomiums on her own fiperior Know- 
ledge in the Hiftory, Law, and Conftitution of this King- 
dom, fhe proceeds in the following, dida. ‘ick Style. 


«© The antient Monarchy of Eag/and was fettled upon - 


“ an Overballance of Lands, vetted in the Ajnz, the No- 


bility, and the Church. . Noblemen heid ther 
« Lands (and fo did the Churchmen too, after the Avr- 


“man Conqueft) upon Condition that ‘They fhould affitt 
‘the King, on all his Occafions, with certain Quota’s 
‘©of Men, well-arm’d and paid; and then thefe Nob/e- 
‘¢ men let out their Lands to their 7exznats, on Condition 
‘« They fhould always be ready to follow their refpective 
“ Lords to the War, as often as .the A/ag had any Occa- 
“ fion tor their Service ; fo that very /ma//, or no Rents 
‘“ were demanded by the Lord trom his Tenants, becaufe 
“ He had contracted for their per/oxual Service. Thus 
“according to our antient Conffitution,” the People of 
‘ England were abfolute Slaves to the King, the Barons, 
‘“orthe Church ; They were Slaves ly Law eftablifhed ; 
‘ They knew no Liberty ; They knew no Property ; no 
‘not fo much as in their Perfons, which were not their 
own, but their feveral Lords. 

Thave quoted thefe Paffages at large, that our /earned 
Sifer may not complain of any Mifreprefentation ; and 
yet fcarce a Line happens to be true, either in Point of 
Law, or Hiftory. | 

In the firft Place, it is abfolutely falfe that the antient 
Monarchy of England was /fettled upon an Overballance 
‘of Lands, vefted in the Kixg, the Nobi/ity and the 
‘“ Church.’ The Kootfteps, of our original Briti/h C n- 
fitution are fo very obfcure, that We cannot fpeak with 
any Degree of Certainty about it ; tho’ Dion Caffius ob- 
ferves that cur Anceftors, in the Time of Severus, hel! @ 
§reat Part of the Government in their own Hands. But it 
is well known to every Man, of common Reading, that 
our Saxon Conffitution was founded, like all other Gothick 
Governments, upon an equal Diftribution of Power aid Pro- 
perty; tor I muft beg Leave to inform this great Adept 
that the morthern Armies, which over-run thefe Parts of 
the World, did not confift of mercenary Troops, like our 
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modern Armies. who fight only for Pay ; but were yo. 
luatary Societi.s, who left their native Country, in Queit 
of abetter Habitation, and agreed to divide the congue. 
red Lands amongft Themfelves. When were fet. 
tled, accord to their Liking, ‘They form’d a Govern. 
ment upon the fame Model; ‘That is, their Leader, or. 
General, was appointed the chref Mae:frate, though with 
much lefs Power than our modern Kines ; the other great 
Men, or Officers cf the Army, held the next Rank in the 
Commonwealth, like our Lords; and the Body of the 
People, who followed them, had a third Share in the Go- 
vernment. Thefe three Orders compofed what is now 
called the Legiflature ; and though the Fxecutive Power 
was lode’d in one Man, for the neceflary Difpatch of 
Bufinefs, He was reftrain’d in’ the Exercife of it by cer- 
tain Laws and Inffitutioas, made by common Confent, 
for the Prefervation of their Liberties, Lives and Eftates.— 
Lhis is what We mean by our @atrent Confitution ; 
and though it hath been oitea interrupted, or deprefs'd, 
by Conguett, Ufurpation, and arbitrary Power, the 
mina of it hive been ftill preferved, and tranfmitted 
down to us through all Ages, and Changes of Govera-— 
‘ment. 
Mrs. Osvorne is guilty of another fundamental Error, 
when the makes Ufe of the Words Perens, Lords and 
Nobles, as fynonimous Terms; for the axcient Barons 
were very far from being the fame with our prefeat No 
bility, or Peers of the Reaim. Many of hem were Com. 
moncrs only, like the prefent Lerds of Mancrs, who are 
fiyled Berens in our Law Books as their Courts are term’d 
Courts Barer; 2nd the Reprefentatives of our Crnqgne Ports 
{till retain the fame Name. | 
~The Removal! of this Miftike will fet Mrs. Osborne 
right as to another Point, upon which She infifts with great 
Confidence ; wiz. that the People knew no Property, under 
eur anticnt Conftitution, dur whet They held from the Ba- 
-RONS, or the CHURCH ; and that none of them held any 
Land immediate.y from the Crown ; for it appears that 
great Numbers of the antient Barons were only Comm- 
eer: Themfelves, or what We call Gentlemen of large 
Eftate. This Afertion is, indeed, a meer /Vomans 


Dream ; and Potage is the heft Apology for Her. It 
might be eafly proved that Multitudes of the common 
People held Lands in Capite, as well as the Barons, =

the Church; nay, that the Commons of England, in 
their collective Capacity, always had a larger Share of 
Land than the King, the Lords, or the Church ; and per- 
haps, I might venture to add, than all of them put toge- 
ther; for it appears by an Abftract from Doom/fday Book, 
that the King, at that Time, had not above a tearh Part 
of the Land of England, including Forefs Sc. and We 
may conclude that his Profit of this tenth Part was not 
above a Third, or Fourth, of what the Peeple made of 
their Eftates. | 
But fuppofing Mrs. Osborne's Affertion to be true, how 
does it follow that the antient Monnrchy of England was 
fettled upon an Overballance of Lands, becaufe the Nobi- 
‘Iityand the Church were invefted with large Eftates ? 
The Reverfe is certainly true; for the Land, poffefs’d by 
the Barons and the Church, was generally a Barrier of 
Defence againft the Power of the Crewn; and the Peo- 
ple, when They united either with the King, or the Lords, 
_ were always fuperior to that Power, againft which They 
united. | 
What our Authore/s fays about the antient Tenures is 
likewife either falfe, or nothing to the Purpofe. It is 
certain that Yenures of all Kinds imply fome Degree of 
; Dependency ; and yet many of Thefe are {till continued, 
under our prefent, glorious Sunfhine of Liverty. As to 
the antient Tenures, I think E/cuage was the only one, 
which required military Service, and This only in Time 
of War, for the publick Defence of the Realm, not for 
a Guard of the K7ng’s Perfon, or to make a vain Shew 
about Court. Befides, only fome of the Lands were fub- 
ject to this Tenure ; and the Owner of the Land, though 
never fo mean, was not bound to attend the King, in his 
own Perfon ; for fo long ago as the 7th of Edward the 3d, 
itwas adjudged that the Landholder might perform this 
Service, by fending any other Man to the War, as We 
oo inthe Militia at prefent. Nay, Hiftory informs us 
| that, even in the Time of //i/liam the Conqueror, there 
_ Was generally no perfonal Attendance, but only a Payment 
made in Lieu of it; which muft certainly have been very 
moderate, becaufe the Tenants would have otherwife cho- 
fen to perform the per/onal Duty——lI believe it would be 
| to hard Matter to prove that the pecuniary Payment, upon 
—thefe Occafions, did not amount to a Tythe of our 


Prefent Land Tax, bvefides all thofe other, numerous tie 
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ties, which We have the Bleffing to feel, under our my. 
d.rn, minificrial Conffitution. | 

At laft, the o/d Lady goes fo far as to alledge very round. 
ly, ‘¢ that our Anceitors never had annual Parliaments ; 
that the Per/izments of thofe Days, were neither 
«© chofen by the Pecple, nor compofed of the People.’ To 
fupport this extraordinary Pofition, fhe quotes the follow. 
ing Article of Magna Charta; not very exactly indeed; 
and therefore Iwill take it verbatim from the Srate-7ra&s, 
tu which fhe reters us. _ 

‘© We will moreover and grant, that a// other Cities 
and Borouc!s, and Towzs, and Porrs, have in all Re- 
“ fpects their Liberties and free Cuftoms. And as tor com- 
‘ing to the Cormen-Council of the Kingdom, and for 
‘excepting in the * rhree Ca/es aioretasd) 
<< and as for a“cfiing of E/cuage, We will caufe to be 
fommoned the 4rch-Bifpops, Abbots, Earls, and grea- 
“< ter Barons, each in particular by owr Letters, and more- 
“© over We will caufe to be fummoned in general, by our 
«¢ Sheriffs and Baylifls, @// that hold of us in chief at a 
«certain Day ; to wit, forty Days atter at leaft, and ata 
“© certain Place, and in our faid Letters We will exprefs 
the Cause of the Summons. 

Mirs. Osborne obierves that Quotation puts what fre hath 
affirm d outa Doubt ; but I maft take the Liberty toafert 
the contrary ; cz. that the Right of the People to fend 
Deputies to Parliament is fully declared and confirmed »y 
this Articve ; for here is an exprefs Diftinction made be- 
tweea the Lords So:ritual and Temporal, whom the King 
furnmoned in particular, by his ewan Letters ; and the com- 
mon Land-Holders, whom He caufed to be fummoned i 
general, by his Sheriffs and Baylijfs; “Vhat is, as our 
“w-Books explain it, to appear by De/egation. 

ft is ot fervable from the Manner of wording this Clau/?, 
that the Royal Grant, or Covenant, of fending [uch Sum- 
mins, Was a Covenant of Rreht, not of Grace ; and that 
ai Cities, Boroughs, Towns and Ports were to fend their 
Repre entatives, 2s well as the Jeffer Barons, or Anights. 
‘The Reafon is, that a Tenure in Capite being what give 
Right to a Seat in Parliament, and the Body Politick of a 
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Borough holding by that Tenure, ‘They muft have a Right 
‘to fit, as well as the /effer Barons, and like Them mutt 
exercife that Right by Veputation. 

Thus it appears from this Articleof Megna Charta, 
that the Commons of England were formerly tummoned to 
Parliament in the fame Manner as [hey are now, and 
that the /V7its of Summons were returnable forty Days after 
the Tehe, as They are at prefent. The only l*itierence 
isthat the Reprefentatives of the Pecple, at that Lime, 
were not chofen tor fo /ong @ Term as Vhey are in thefe 
Days, and that They always came up wita lyfPruéiions jrom 
their Principles ; for what other Interpretation can be put 
on that Part of the Article, where the King coveuanis to 
expre/s the CAUSE of the Summons? a 
‘But the true Meaning of this Article is beit exptain’d by 
the fubfequent Pra¢tice ; and though King John’s Ke gn, 
which was a continued Scene of Violence and Contution, 
does not furnifh us with any Inftances of a regular Ele‘tion, 
the very next Reign does ; for t+ Rapin obferves that a 
Parliament being fummoned, in the Year 1265, each Coun- 
ty wes ordered fend two Knights, each and Bo- 
_ rough two Burgefles, as their Reprefentatives ; upon which 
the Tranflator makes the following Remark, in a marginal 
Reference. 

‘“ Thefe Writs of Summons to the Sheriffs of the Ccun- 
“ ties, to return the Knights of the Shires and Burges, 
“are the fir Writs of this Kind, that are now extant on 
“ the Ro//s ; which made Dr. Brady infer that they were the 
“ firft that were ever iffued ; and that this Parliament of 
‘* Heary the 3d was the firft, to which Anights of the Shires 
“and Burge/fés were fummoned. But how truly, fee the 
Works of Mr. Petit, Mr. Tyrre/, and Mr. 

Now fuppofing that We could not trace our Right of 
fending up Depuries to Parliament any higher thaa thes 
&ra, which is almoft soo Years ago, I think it may be 
‘fairly enough called our anticnat Conffitution ; at leatt 
more fo than Excifes, Rist A@s and fepreniial Parlta- 
Mt 

Mrs. Osborne’s Cavil, that We bad no Houle of Com- 
hons, difintt from the Lords, either in the Saxon Times, 
or for a lone Time after the Congueft, deferves no Anfwer ;

To which! reply; that We- 
might as well call _ Her to fhew us the Lew, for whit 
is termd Prerogative, and to let us know when it was 
made. She. would, perhaps, be inftrucied to anfwer that 
the Prerogative is founded oncommon Law yar antient Cuffom ; 
and fo I lay of our Rught to freque at Eieéfions, which was 
derived to us trom our old Saxon Conftivuticn ; and il Mrs. 
Osherne will confult fome of her Friends in the Temple, 
They will inform Her that great Part of the Sexca J aw 
1s Inc orporated Into our common Law. What-a ftrange 
ofd fJireich is Vhis, to write in fo magifferial a Manner 
about our Confiitution, without knowing the hrit Ruci- 
ments ot it ? 

She is farther pleafed to affert that tne Statute of Ede 

ward the TEA, (which exprefly requires that Parliaments 
be held once a Year, and oftner, if need be) was 
ly an Act ior Seffions, and not for frequent new 
Parliaments. But T will dety Her to prove This; of that 
any one Parliament fate two Years, without a new Filed- 
on, trom the sth of Edward the IIId. to the 22d ot Her- 
ry the VITIth, whea the modern Practice of Prerogatin 
was tirtt introduced. 

If I find that Dame Osborne hath a ftrong Inclination 
to moot this Point any farther, I fhall be ready to engage 
Her, as foon as the Fleétions are over but, : at orefent, 
in. “it | beg leave to poftpone all fuch Speculations to fome 
necedary Remarks oa the practic al Part of our Conffitu- 
tion.

Under our Congitet on, im all Cafes ot 
Fxcr©, and in many other Reipects, “Lhey are conyicted 
by arbiiramy Comniuffioners ard fudg’s, without any Fury 
whatfoever. Under our antient Confitiution, every Man's 
Houfe was his Cef#/e, and neither a Lord, nor the King 
Himfelf could enter it, without the Maffer’s Leave. Un- 
der the modern Confiitution, every petty Excifeman hath 
Power to enter, rumage and fearch Honufes at his own 
Will and Vleafure, by Night as well as by Day. By oar 
ontient Confiitution, the King had no Guards, nor fandine 
Armics. befides the Hearts of his Subjects. Under our 
molern Conftitution, We have fince a #amerous Army at 
home, and nave paid for another abroad, in Vime of pro- 
found Peace. By our eatient Conffitution, the People had

an Ble of Rerrefentatives every Year. By the modern 


ones once feven Sears. Under our aatient 


Reprefeatatives ef the People received 


from chofe ‘Them, and from Them 
only; Which regard the Intereft of their 
Ele@ors. J ct according to their Jnfraffions. What 


hath heen the ““raétice, under our modern, Con- 
the 2ocords of. Parliament demonttrate, By the 
antiont Confitc'ion, the Kine and the People, when joined, 
Were more powertul than the Lords, and the Asag and the 
fords, when united, were more powerful than the Com- 
mons; ead the Lerds and the Commons united were more 
powerful than the Azve; fo that the Balance of Power 
was kept in a duce Egutlibrium by thefe various Checks. 
But under the modern Conftitution, I leave it to be confi- 
dered, whether a wicked Miniffler, who-hath a ftanding. 
Army of Offtcers and Penfioners at his Devotion, may not 
eafily invade the Rights of the Kzmg, as well as the Free- 
dom ot Joth How/es. of Parliament; and, in the Room of 
our antiont Conffitution, fet-up a minifterial Power, and 
Wurp the Government of the whole Kingdom.

us therein, and which muft require the earlieft Confidera. 
The A- de fires on this Occafion the Confidence of 
his P— t to be repofed in him, becaufe he cannot 
poflibly have their Affiftance for fome Part of the prefent 
Year.

SHE Army commanded by the Duke of. Berwict, 
which now lies extended from the Mofée/ to the Rhine, 
confifts of 157000 Men, among which, however, are fome 
Thoutands of A%i/t17, who are emploved to guard the Paffa- 
ges on that River. They have taken Poffeffion of the grea- 
ter Part of the Electorate of Triers, and on the sth Inftant 
put 5 or 6000 Men in Garrifon in the City of that Name. 
The Grofs of the French Army is paffed the Rhine, and the 
Marfhal d- Perwick was expected to take the Command of 
the Army onthe 7th. They have taken their Head Quar- 
ters at Spiers, but extend themfelves to Heilzenffadt, over-a- 
gaint Philipsburg, which has given Occafion to a Report of 
their having a Defign on that Place. On the Sth Inftant, 
in the Evening, a Detachment of the French Army appear- 
ed before Traerbach. Vhe next Day the few Men who 
were in it left the Town, and repaired to the Caftle, which 
the French are preparing to befieee ; and it is believed they» 

will beiieze either Coblentz or Rheinfels, at the fame time. 
Great Pains is'taken at Dre/Zen to perfuade the Publick, 
that 4uguj?us did not leave Poland out ot any Conftraint, oF 
Apprehenfion of Danger; but that being upon the Borders 
of Silefa, and knowing it would be fome Time before his 
‘Troops could arrive before Dantzicé, he refolved in the in- 
terim to make 2 Tour to Drejden, to iffue fome neceflary 
Orders: And it is even confidently faid, that he would de- 
part again in ten or twelve Days at fartheft, to return to 
that Kinedam,; but the more thinking Part of his Subjects 
will not fo ealilv be petfuaded into this Belief: They. are 
apt to fancy, that the Grandees of his Party having all 
forfaken him, and on the other Hand, not one of his Anta 
goniit’s Party having been thaken in this Loyalty, tho’ they 
and their Effates have been fo hardly ufed by the Ruffans, 
were fuficient Arguments for their Prince’s leaving a Coun- 
try, where he could not promife himfelf any Happinefs, of 

hardly any Safety. | |

PoLanD, SWEDEN, and the NORTHERN POWERS. 


IN CE the Departure of King Auguffus, the Heads of 
S King Staniflaus’s Party begin to exert themfelves. The 
Palatine of Kiovta, the Count de Tarlo, and the Staroft de 
Lubelski, three of his Generals, are fince advanced to Cra- 
cow, with their refpective Bodies of “Troops, and attacking 
it; that City was obliged to furrender, the greater Part of 
the Saxon Garrifon being made Prifoners of War. ‘The 
Countefs of Branitz1, Spoufe of the Crown Enfign, an Ad- 
herent of Augu/fus, who was taken Prifoner by the Poles, 
as her Husband had likewife been; was fet at Liberty, after 
they had plundered her of whatever fhe had of Value. It 
is faid, that the Count, her Husband, at her Departure, 
charged her to affure the King (Auguffus) that no Misfor- 
tunes, however great, fhould make him forfeit his Loyalty 
to his Majefty. 4 

The Ruffians have got Poffeffion of the famous City of 
Elbing, the Metropolis of the Palatinate of Marienburg, 
where they found three Mortars, 50 Iron Cannon, and a 
large Quantity of Powder and other Ammunitions. 

Letters from Stockholm advife, that proper Orders are if- 
fued for haftening the Equipment of tae Fleet, and for af- 
lembling a Body of 20,000 Men, which are to be ready to

The 
Dantzichers have fince made two Sallies in Hopes of Reco- 
vering the Place ; but were both Times repulfed with Lofs, 
This Ifland is of fo much greater Importance to the Rujani, 
as it, in fome Meafure, cuts off the Communication of the 
City with the Sea. |

ISTOIRE Ancienne de Egyptiens, (That iss 
The Ancient Hiftory of the Egyptians, Fc.) By Mr, 


Rollin, Vol. IV. 
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Our Jaft Extract from this Work, which was in our Bee 
No. LI. concluded the firft Chapter of the ninth Book: © 
We come now to the fecond Chapter of that Book which . 
contains fome of the mo{t memorable Events mentioned -in 
ancient Hiftory. Cyrus {pent his whole Time in raifing 
Grecian Troops, to employ them againft his Brother, un- 
der different Pretences; while the King was lull’d afleep 
in an indifcreet Security... Our enterprizing Prince, tho’ 
he then was but three and twenty Years ot Age, had al- 
ready been very ferviceable to the / acedemonians in their 
Wars. He, therefore, made no Scruple to open his Mind 
to them with great Freedom ; and they,-in return, en- 
yoin’'d their Fleet to unite with that -ef Cyrus, and to be 
fabfervient to the Orders of Yamus, his Admiral. On this 
Occafion they took no more Notice of Artaxerxes, than if 
they had been abfolute Strangers tothe Secret. Thirteen 
Thoufand Greciaas, and a Hundred ‘Thoufand Men, re-— 
gular Troops, of feveral barbarous Nations, commanded 
by Clearchus of Lacedemonia, Socrates, an Achataz, Proxe- 
mes Of Thebes, Menon and as General Officers, 
compofed Cyrus’s Army; and his Fleet confifted of five and 
thirty Sail, under the Command of Pythagoras, a Lacede- 
_monianr, and five and twenty under the Command of Ta- 
mus, an Egyptian, who was chief Admiral of the whole. 
No Grecian was let into the real Defhgn of this Expedition 
but Clearchus ; for Cyrus feared, that as well the Officers 
as the Men would be difheartned at the Profpect ot fo ha- 

zardous aa Undertaking. 
As foon as Cyrus had got every Thing ready, he remo- 
ved from Serdis, and marched towards the upper Pro- 
vinces Of A/a. Artaxerxes, in the mean time, being awa- 
ken'd trom his foft Dreams of Safety, levied an Army o! 
twelve Hundred Thoufand Men, Horfe and Foot, which 
he put under-the Command of T1flaphernes, Gobryas, 
beces, apd Abrocomas, and fent them againft his Brother. 
The two Armies met about fixteen Leagues from Balylen, 
near Curaxa ; where they came to an Engagement. The 
Barbarians were defeated by the Grecians ; and Cyrus, al- 
tor a warm Action, difmounted Artaxerxes, was foon 
mounted again, and received two Wounds from his Bro- 
ther’s Hand.- The Smart and Difgrace fo excited his Cou- 
tage, that he feii upon Cyrus with greater Fury, and flew. 
hmooa the Spot. T7/zobernes, when the greateft Part of 
bis .e.t Wing was deieated by the Grecians, rallied the Re- 
| mainder 
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mainder of his Army, and forced his Way thro’ to Cyrus’s 
Camp, which he found the King was Plundering. In this 
Manner each Side flattered themfelves with the vain Affu- 
rance of a Victory, which neither had obtained: ‘he Gre- 
cians built their Hopes upon their having put the Enemy 
to the Flight, and purfued them ; and drtaxerxes his, up-— 
on his haying flain his Brother, and made his Way thro’ 
his Troops to his Camp. Both being, at length, inform- 
ed of the real Situation of their Affairs; Artaxerxes ga- 
thered together his fcattered Army, and went in Queft of — 
the Enemy ; while C/earchus marched to the Relief of the 
Camp, and obliged the Barbarians, a fecond time, to take - 
to their Heels. So far our Author has taken his Account 
from Xenophon, who was an Eye-witnefs of thefe Circum- 

ftances ; and from him likewife he borrows his Character 
of Cyrus. 

No fooner were the Grecians informed of the Death of 
Cyrus, than they fenta Deputation to Ariaus, offering him 
the Perfian Crown; but he declin’d it. About the fame 
time Heralds came to the Grecian Camp from Artaxerxes, 
requiring them to lay down their Arms; but their Anfwer | 
was, that they would fooner lay down their Lives. Not 
long aiter 77fJaphernes with the Queen’s Brother, and three 
or four more of the chief Men of Perfia, attended by a 
numerous Retinue, came to the Grecian Camp. His Offer 
was, if they would return to their own Country, to con- 
du¢t them thither, that they might be fure of meeting with 
no Obftruction, and to furnifh them with Provifions, on 
Condition, however, that they committed no Diforder on 
their March, and that they fhould carry nothing with them 


but Neceflaries. 
__ This Offer being accepted of, Tiffaphernes left them tith 
the Promife of returning fpeedily to perform what he had 
engaged to do, which, after being Abfent about 20 Days, 
he did. When they had marched as far as Zadafe, in the 
Defart of Media, Clearchus propofed the introducing of 
all the chief Oificers into Tiffaphernes’s Prefence. This 
Propofal met with Oppotition, and was at laft agreed to 
only for him, and the four other Chiefs, twenty Captains, 
and about two Hundred Soldiers, who were to come to 
Tiffphernes's Tent. The five Chiefs were only admitted, 
who, upon a Signal given, were feized, while the others — 
Without were all affaflinated. C/earchus, with the other 


four, were carried to Artaxerxes, who caufed them to be 
beheaded. 
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beheaded. After this our Author ives the CharaGters of 
thefe five Commanders, which he has taken from 
phon. 


The Grecians, having thus loft their Commanders, were 
drove to the utmoft Defpair, being deftitute of Provig. 
ons, at the Diftance of five or fix Hundred Leagues from 
their Homes. In this Perplexity they pitched upon 7}. 
mafion, Xanticles, Cleanor, Philefias, and Xenophon, a 
young Athenian, to fupply the Places of their loft Com- 
manders, The latter made a Speech to the Army, wor- 
thy of a Grecian ; upon which, having burnt their Tents 
and Chariots, they refolved to march on peaceably, if 
no Body offered to obftruct their Paffage;. but in Cafe of 
‘any Moleftation, to fight their Way through. Before 


they had marched many Days, they were attacked feve- 


ral Times by 7iffaphernes, at the Head of the Perfian 
Army, though without any great Lofs; but in their Paf- 
fage over the Mountains of Carduca, they loft a great 
Number of their Men, in feveral Skirmifhes with the Enemy. 
They arrived, after feven Days Fatigue, at fome Village, 
where they found good Store of Provifions, and refrefhed 
themfelves. | 
At Length they came to Trebizunda, a Grecian Colony 
on the Euxine Sea, after having met with.much Oppof- 
tion from the Inhabitants of the Countries through which 
they pafled, and undergone many Hardfhips from the 
‘Perfian Troops, who purfued and haraffed them all-the 
Way. They did not. find here a Number of Ships fuffici- 
ent to tranfport the whole Army; they, thereiore, re- 
folved to continue their Rout by Land, though they 


Knew it would be attended with great Difficulties. 


At Cotyora they embarked, and failed for Sinope, 4 
Colony of the Mi/efans, where fome Gallies of — 
monia joined them. Here they chofe Chirifopbus, a. 
tive of that Country, by whofe Means they had obtained 
this Reinforcement, to be their General ; Yat he did not 
enjoy the Poft long. The Command of the Army was 
then divided: Lycon and Callimachus were at the Head of 


the Peleponnefians, and Chirifcphus and Xenophon com- 


manded the other two Bodies of Troops. The firft 
marched to Heraclea, where having procured fome ic 
ay 


he landed again at Calpe. Chirifopbus continued his 


on the Coaft, and Xenophon, making the Port of Herd 
clea, entered the Middle of the Country. Bei 
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Being all joined again, after feveral Motions and Dil- 
fenfions, they reached Chry/opolis, from whence they | 
crofed the Streights to Byzantium, now Conftantinople. 
From thence they were conducted to Sa/mydeff@, where _ 
they eutered into the Service of Senthes, Prince of 
Thrace; but he not rewarding them according to Agree- 
ment, a Difference arofe between him and Xeaphon. 
About the fame Time Charmines and Polynices arrived | 
from Sparta, and brought the News, that the Lecedemo- 
nians had declared War with Yiffaphernes and Pharnaba- 
ges, and that Thimbro, who was then at Sea with his 
Forces, made advantageous Offers to thofe who would 
join him. Xenophon accepted of the ‘Lerms offered, and 
fet Sail to Pergamus. | | 

We come now to the third Chapter of this Book, 1n 
which we have the Motions of the Lacedemonians in Afia 
the Le/s, the Re-eftablifhment of the Athenian Govern- 
ment, and fome other important Occurrences of thofe 
Times. The Cities of Jonia, which had taken Cyras’s 

Party, being apprehenfive of Tiffaphernes, offered to put 
| themfelyes under the Protection of the Lacedemontians. 
Thimbro, who had been General of that People, was re- 
moved, and Drecyllidas fucceeded him. ‘The latter took 
the Command of the Army at £pbefus, where he found 
the two Viceroys, THflapher nes and Pharnabaces, at Va- 
riance, and making a ‘[Cruce with the former, marched in- 
to Moliag 
The next Year, being 4A. M. 3606, he made a Tour to 
Cher/onefus in Thrace, came back again into Afia, and vi- 
| fiting all the Towns which belonged to the Spartans, found 
p= they were very well provided. During thefe Tranfactions, 
the Athenian General, Conon, was retired to Cyprus, in Hopes 
| fome favourable Turn of Affairs might offer, to retrieve the 
Honour and Power of his Country, which was very much 
lunk by the Battle at 4Egos-Potamos, and he neglected no Op- 
portunity which could any ways contribute to this End.
